‘CURTAIN Falls 


EDWARD J. BUCKLEY HAS LEFT 
“THE STAGE OF LIFE. — 


The Well-known Actor Had Been 
Paralyzed for Years—A Great 
„Favorite With Theater-goers. 
‘Began His Career on the Coast. 


* (BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YQRK, Dec. «27.—[({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Edward Joseph Buckley, for 
many years one of the best-known ac- 
tors on the American stage, died this 
morning. He had been paralyzed for 
several years, and had calmly awaited 
His 
last public performance in this city was 
given five years ago in Nat Goodwin’s 
company in “The Gold Mine.” 

He was a great athlete, and his fine 
physique was known to most theater- 
gers. Buckley began his career in 
San Francisco, and was a big favorite 
there. The first attack Of paralysis 
came upon him in Montreal in the lat- 
ter part of 1892, when hé was playing in 
‘In the Ranks.“ When he went upon 
the stage, he found he was unable to 
speak. In a few moments Alfred Bou- 
vier, who was then his treasurer, saw 
there was something wrong and rang 
the curtain down. The audience was 
dismissed, and the real cause of trouble 
was not made public. 

Buckley was put in the care of a spe- 
cialist, and in ten days he seemed quite 
restored. He played a few times, going 
almost directly to New York, where he 
was again stricken, this time far more 
seriously. In April, 1893, it became 
known that he was financially dis- 
tressed, and his friends, who were le- 
gion, both here and in the East, ar- 
ranged two benefits, one in San Fran- 
cisco, the other in New York for the 
same day, May 5. These performances 
netted $5000. Since that time Buckley 
has never been able to appear before 
the public. Stroke followed stroke, and 
his magnificent physique battle against 
them for all these years.

“The friends of ex-Queen Liliuoka- 
lani in Washington have advised her 
that the annexation of Hawall to the 
United States is inevitable. With this 
certainty in view they have suggested 
to her that she cease her efforts to de- 
feat annexation and to bring about her 
restoration, and devote her attention 
to trying to get a financial considera- 
tion from the ultimate successors to 
the late royal government. They have 
agsured her that with proper effort it 
would not be impossible to have an 
annual pension provided under the new 
regime. 

“The presence of the delegations of 
native Hawaiians in Washington the 
past few weeks has attraeted atten- 
tion owing to the lack of information 
as to what this delegation really de- 
sires to accomplish. Col. Richard- 
son said today that the delegation 
will devote its efforts primarily to the 
defeat of annexation.

AMERICA WOULD INTERVENE. 


Powers Must Consult Her Before 
Partitioning China. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 27.—According to 
a Washington correspondent of the 
Herald, Senator Morgan of Alabama of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations 
said that it would be impossible for 
the United States to remain compla- 
cent should European nations under- 
take the dismemberment of China. 
Senator Morgan said: 

“If the partition should involve the 
abrogation of treaties this country 
would be left to make terms again 
with each European nation separately 
in the territory to which its sover- 
eignty extended. Therefore, unless the 
powers now ambitious for territorial 
extension shall take into account the 
importance of American commercial 
relations with China, it will be neces- 
sary for the government to intervene 
in self-defense. If the cession should 
be absolute, then American 
must be taken care of through the 
treaties between America and the 
countries to which the absolute cessions 
are made, respectivaly. If the territory 
shall be given up merely for a time, 
there will be a mixed responsibility, 
and it is a good time for intervention 
and the exercise of American diplo- 
macy. 

“The German occupation of a part of 
China and the prospective occupation 
of other parts by various European na- 
tions is an effort to complete a cordon 
of offense to American commerce from 
Viadivostock to Marseilles or to Liv- 
erpool. That cordon is being stretched 
to contract the trade of six hundred 
millions of people, who have direet 
trade and intercourse with the Pacflic 
Ocean. There is a great deal in the 
Chinese problem that vitally interests 
Americans and which seems to demand 
immediate consideration from the State 
Department and Congress.“

Every vessel we 
speak on the ocean will report one of 
us walking and sometimes towing the 
boat in calm weather.“ 

The sea-going shoes of Mr. Oldreive 
are the most wonderful part of the 
whole affair. They are a pair of cedar 
boxes five feet long, with fins on the 
bottom and sides. They very. light 
anr capable of sustaining 140 pounds, 
but as Oldreive weighs only 130 they 
are as good to him as a steamer’s deck. 


DETERMINED TO DIE. 
Son of an Ex-Senator Takes Poison

‘LINOTYPE MACHINIST DRIVEN OUT 
OF EMPLOYMENT. 

Important Suit to Test the Power 
of the Typographical Labor 
Trast Begun at San Francisco 
by Fred Hess, Jr. : 


— 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 27.~[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A suit to test the ex- 
tent to which labor unions can go in 
their relation to terms of employment, 
and the validity of their rules in this 
‘respect was begun today in the Superior 
Court by Fred Hess, Jr., against San 
Francisco Typographical Union, No. 21, 
‘the officers of the union and a number 
of individual members. The damages 
asked for in the complaint are $25,000. 
Hess is a linotype machinist, or lino- 
type engineer, and was until recently 
in charge of the linotype machines in 
the Bvening Bulletin office. The work 
is of a very technical character, re- 
quiring a high order of abjlity. 

He alleges that he was charge of 
the type-setting machines and was en- 
gaged in setting them up and keeping 
them in order. He was employed for 
such a purpose in the Bulletin office 
before the Typographical Union em- 
braced such positions as his within the 
scope of its jurisdiction. When it took 
such a step it provided in its regula- 
tions that those who already held such 
positions might retain them without 
becoming members of the union, but 
whenever such position became vacant 
it must be filled by a member of the 
union. Hess held his position without 
becoming a member of the union under 
this regulation. 

t summer Hess says he took a 


vacation, but did not give up his pos- 


session. However, during his vacation 
the Typographical Union declared his 
position vacant. When he returned, he 


that he had not given up his positton. 
The proprietor of the Bulletin still de- 
sired his services, and a week ago last 
Sunday sent for him to resume his po- 
sition. He went to work, but the mem- 
bers of the union employed in the office 
immediately went on a strike, declar- 
ing none buta union man could occupy 
the position. Under these  circum- 


} stances the proprietor did not allow 


him to continue work. Previousy to 
this he had applied for membership 
in the union, and had been rejected, as 
he was informed, because he was not 
a printer. 

Besides the union as a corporation, 
the officers of the union, and, as far as 
he has been able to learn their names, 
the members of the Bulletin chapel 
who were present when his application 
for membership was rejected, are made 
parties defendant. 

His complaint alleges conspiracy to 
cause his discharge by the coercion of 
a strike and a conspiracy to prevent 
him from obtaining employment in any 
other newspaper office in the city or 
anywhere in the city at his profession 
or business as à linotype machinist. In 
addition to damages? he asks an in- 
junction restraining the defendants from 
resorting to a strike or boycott to pre- 
vent such employment. His suit is 
based on the laws against unlawful 
conspiracies in restraint of trade and 
of freedom of employer and employé 
to contract for services. It is one of 
the first of the kind ever brought be- 
fore the courts of this city. 

Hess said tonight that he had 
brought it to determine his rights to 
follow his trade or profession. 

“The union,” he said, “will not let 
me work because I am not a member, 
and they will not permit me to become 
a member so that I can work.

Another Round of the Diplomatic 


Game of Battledore and Shuttle- 
cock—Says Canada is Unwilling 
to Become a Party.

LONDON, Dec. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Lord Salisbury, the Premier, has 
written to United States Ambassador 
Hay in response to America’s latest 
proposal in the Bering-sea contro- 
versy, her request being that Gredt 
Britain would enter into an agreement 
with the United States, Russia and 


Japan to stop sealing. Great Britain 
declines to enter into such an agres- 
ment. 
Lord Salisbury says in substance 
that he has communicated with the 
Canadian government, which has the 
foremost interest in the sealing ques- 
tica, and that Canada is unwilling to 
become a party to such an arrange- 
ment as is proposed by the United 
States. Therefore England, continued 
Lord Salisbury, whose interest is but 
slight, would not be justified in ac- 
ceding to the proposals. 

Lord Salisbury’s answer emphasizes 
the policy of England not to interfere 
in Canada’s foreign relations.

Officer Ritch called Deputy Consta- 
ble Quinn to his assistance, and toe 
gether they began a systematic hunt 
for Lappin, which lasted two nights 
and days, but they could find no trace 
of him. Meantime Special Officer 
Gorman had him safely locked in the 
City Jail. Ritch and Quinn only 
found this out yesterday, when it de- 
veloped that Lappin hall assaulted 
Young because he blamed the latter 
with being a stool pigeon for the 
police, 

Armed with a search warrant, Ritch 
and Quinn yesterday went to Lappin's 
room at No. 125 Wilmington street. 
and unearthed the booty, some cloth- 
ing, of the Wetzler burglary. Tue 
articles stolen from rooms in the Syl- 
van House they could not find. The 
filing of a burglary complaint against 
Lappin followed. 

Lappin was formerly a druggist, but 
has been known to the police for some 
time as a crook.

FRED VAN AUKEN’S DEATH. _

Little more than a week ago news 
came from St. Joseph, Mo., of the’ 
death of Fred C. Van Auken, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Eliakin Van Auken of No.

young man’s death was known, but 
yesterday his parents received the par- 
ticulars.

BANK FAILURES AND POSTAL SAVINGS 
BANKS. 

One of the strong arguments in favor 
of the establishment of postal savings 
banks by the government is the need 
for some absolutely safe depository for 
small savings. These savings repre- 
sent the toil and privation of a large 
body of worthy citizens—the very best 
and highest citizenship, upon which, 
in the ultimate analysis, rests the hope 
and security. of this republic. It should 
be the aim and purpose of wise gov- 
ernment to encourage habits of indus- 
try and thrift among the people; and 
no greater encouragement to such 
habits could be given than by the 
establishment of postal savings banks, 
based upon the integrity of the nation 
itself. The provident wage-earner 
‘would feel that to such institutions he 
could safely trust the surplus of his 
earnings, and the result would be a 
considerable increase in the gross sav- 
ings of the people. 

Another distinct advantage would be 
in the fostering of a spirit of patriot- 
ism among the people. Each indi- 
vidual depositor would feel that he had 
a personal interest in the national gov- 
ernment, and would be slow to advo- 
cate or vote for any measure tending 
to impair the credit of the government, 
or in any way to compromise its honor. 
Every depositor would have a direct 
interest in the management of the 
public funds accumulated from the sav- 
ings of the people, and through that 

terest would be led to a more care- 

study of the great questions of 
finance, All this would tend to the 
growth of correct views of these ques- 
tions among the people, and would in 
u corresponding degree decrease the 
evil influence of the demagogue, who 
thrives principally upon the ignorance 
and the credulity of those whom he 
misleads. 

That there is need for some safer 
system than any now in existence for 
the conservation of savings is shown 
by the statistics of bank failures for 
the past year. The report of the 
Comptroller of the Currency for 1897 
shows that on July 1 of the current 
year there were in existence in the 
United States 3619 national banks, 
4099 State banks and trust companies, 
1273 savings banks and 3826 private 
banks, or a total of 12,817 banks of 
all kinds. The failures for the same 
year were as follows: National banks, 
38, or 1.05 per cent.; State banks and 
trust companies, 56, or 1.36 per cent.; 
savings banks, 19, or 1.49 per cent.; 
and private banks, 47, or 1.23 per cent. 
The percentage of failures is thus 
shown to have been considerably 
higher among savings banks than 
among any other class of banking in- 
stitutions; whereas the rate of failure 
should have been lowest in those in- 
stitutions receiving the savings of 
small depositors, who are least able to 
sustain losses of this kind. The record 
for the preceding year showed the 
failures of all banks to have been 1.06 
per cent., while those of savings banks 
were 1.18 per cent.; a showing like- 
wise disadvantageous to small deposi- 
tors, to whom the loss of their deposits 
too often means the loss of their all. 

These facts emphasize the desira- 
bility, and even the pressing need, for 
the establishment of some absolutely 
safe medium for the deposit of small 
savings. A postal-savings-bank sys- 
tem, wisely safeguarded, and devised 
with a special view to meeting the re- 
quirements and serving the convenf- 
ence of the general public, seems to of- 
fer the best and wisest solution of this 


question. It is to be hoped that this’ 


important step will be authorized at 
the present session of Congress,

Every day during the week there were 
inquiries at Tum Toms Office, at the 
Associated Charities, and even at the 
house of the reporter who wrote the 
article, by people who wished to re- 
lieve the suffering that had been de- 
scribed. One man brought with him a 
wagon load of food and other neces- 
saries. One had a $10 gold piece which 
he wished to be sent to the widower 
who supports and takes care of his 
children, too.“ A woman wrote from 
the country to ask if dried fruit and 
raisins would be acceptable. As the 
days went by the inquiries and offers 
of assistanee increased instead of les- 
sened. On Friday, the day before

OUR INTERESTS IN CHINA. 

The Washington correspondent of 
the New York Herald quotes Senator 
Morgan of Alabama—a member of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations—as 
expressing the opinion that “it would 
be impossible for the United States to 
remain complacent should European 
nations undertake the dismemberment 
of China.“ The dispatch further quotes 
Senator Morgan as follows: 

Ak partition involves the abrogation 
of treaties this country would be left 
to make terms again with each Euro- 
pean nation separately in the territory 
to which its sovereignty extended. 
Therefore, unless the powers now am- 
bitious for territorial extension take 
into account the importance of Ameri- 
can commercial relations with China it 
will be necessary for the government 
to intervene in self-defense. If the ces- 
sion is absolute then American inter- 
ests must be taken care of through the 
treaties between America and the 
countries to which the absolute ces- 
sions are made respectively. If the 
territory is given up merely for a time 
there will be a mixed responsfbility, 
and it is a good time for intervention 
and the exercise of American diplo- 
macy. The German occupation of a 
part of China and the prospective oc- 
cupation of other parts by various 
European nations is an effort to com- 
plete a cordon of offense to American 
commerce from Vladivostock to Mar- 
seilles or to Liverpool. That cordon 
is being stretched to contract the trade 
of 600,000,000 of people who have direct 
trade and intercourse with the Pacific 
Ocean. There is a great deal in the 
Chinese problem that vitally interests 
Americans and which seems to de- 
mand immediate consideration from 
the State Department and Congress.“ 

Senator Morgan is well known as 
something of an extremist on the sub- 
ject of the foreign relations of the 
United States. He evidently exag- 
gerates the importance to this coun- 
try of the recent developments in 
China, though there is undeniably 
some basis of fact for the fears which 
he expresses. But American interests 
are not menaced, if they are menaced 
at all, to an extent which warrants 
anything like “intervention” on the 
part of our government. 

Even if the partition of China should 
be accomplished by the Buropean 
powers, acting in concert—and such a 
consummation is very far from a cer- 
tainty—it would by no means follow 
that American trade, or any American 
interests, would be menaced. Ameri- 
can commerce would probably be bene- 
fited rather than injured by the general 
introduction of western civilization 
into the far East. Our treaty rights 
would be respected to the fullest ex- 
tent. Europe would not venture upon 
an attempt to abrogate them. To do 
so would be impolitic, and might prove 
expensive if not disastrous.

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—The burning of 
the Coliseum on Christmas eve was 
caused by a pet dog. An explosion of 
gasoline set the dog on fire. Lolita, a 
dancer in the Cuban village, says that 
Frank Murphy, an employé in the X- 
ray booth, confessed to her that he 
caused the explosion.

‘A JUROR’S REASONING. 


RESULT IN THE CRANDALL CASE 
CAUSES COMMENT.» . 
— — 


Juror Hathaway’s Action Severely 
Criticised—Shot a Man or Two 
Himself, and There Were 

Others. 


: 


The action of the jury in the Cran- 
dall murder case was something of 
a surprise, even to lawyers who are 
familiar with the idiosyncrasies of 
juries, and the attitude and epparent 
motives of some of the jurors are 


severely criticised. H. R. Hathaway, 


one of the jurors, stood out for ac- 
quittal from the start. He appears to 
have been satisfied as to Crandall’s in- 
nocence from the moment the bailiff 
turned the latch in the juryroom door, 
and persistently maintained that 


‘Crandall had killed Bowman in self- 


defense. Two 6f the jurors, according 
to their own statements, endeavored 
to convince Hathaway as to the fal- 
lacy of this theory, and were met with 
the reply: Before I was Crandall’s 
age I got into several shooting scrapes 
and killed two of my men.“ 

This the jurors for conviction ar- 
gued, could be no excuse for Cran- 
dall’s bloody deed. But Hathaway was 
obdurate. Three of the jurors who, 
with Hathaway, stood out for ac- 
quittal from the start, agreed to com- 
promise on manslaughter. This, too, 
failed, and finally all hope of reaching 
an agreement was given up. At 9:45 
o'clock Friday night it was an- 
nounced in court that there was no 
probability of a verdict. being reached, 
and Judge Smith ordered that” the 
jury be discharged. 
Deputy District Attorneys James and 
McComas, who conducted the prosecu- 
tion of the case, expressed themselves 
in plain terms in discussing the case 
yesterday. Salad McComas: I have 
talked with several of the jurors since 
the order for discharge, and every 
one of them said a clearer case of 
guilt was never presented to them in 
their experience es jurors. Of course, 
I cannot say that Hathaway was not 
sincere in his contention that, in his 
opinion, Crandall was innocent. During 
my examination of Hathaway for jury 
service, he told me clearly and posi- 
tively that he had only a passing ac- 
quaintance with Crandall. In the 
jufyroom, I am told, he entered into 
a long rigmarole concerning his long 
acquaintanceship with Crandall and 
his people; that he knew Crandall was 
‘a pretty decent fellow.“ and was ‘only 
sowing his wild oats, just Ike the rest 
of us have done.’ The other jurors 
who stood out for acquittal, I am 
credibly informed, were willing. to 
compromise on a verdict of man- 
slaughter, but whenever this was sug-

‘The trial of School Director Walter 
Ii; Webb. on an accusation of mal- 
feasance in office, presented by the 
grand jury, was resumed yesterday be- 
fore Judge Walter Van Dyke and a 
jury in Department Four of the Su- 
perior Court. District Attorney Don- 
nell, William A. Cheney, Esq., and 
Oscar P. Taylor, Esq., appeared for 
the people, and E. A. Meserve, Esq., 
and Byron Oliver, Esq., for the de- 
fense.- 

The “push” and the pull“ had been 
busy during thé Christmas recess, and 


the results of their activity were ap- 


parent in the proceedings. : 

In the first place the “Ninth Ward 
doctor got Adams out of bed, sick 
as he claimed to be, and he was on 
the stand. Those who heard Meserve 
say on Friday thalt the defense wanted

“at the same time save himse 
from any possible hdrm in the future, 
became disgusting before the close of 
his ‘rambline examination. The re- 
spect that old age with accompanying 
infirmities should command was lost 
sight of in the genuine contempt bred 
by Adams’s actions and statements, 
and it was the openly-expressed desire 
of the citizens in the court room that 
the “next time -the Coroner went 
efter Adams it wouldn’t be to bring 
him to the witn stand. 

“When the case opened in the morn- 
ing, C. H. Axtell appeared and asked 
permission to go upon the stand and 
make a correction.” Nobody has had 
time to keep count of Axtell’s correc- 
tions, and it is not known exactly 
whether the last one yesterday was 
the thousand and oneth or the thou- 
sand and twoth.” All that Axtell 
wanted to, correct was his flat denial, 
made Thursday night last, that he ever 
signed a letter releasing Attorney 
Frank Davis from all obligations as 
between client and counsel.’

Then J. F. Adams was called to the 
stand.

He again tes- 
tifled that Webb had told him he got 
the $60 Cooper paid.

before competent tribunals, wherein 
the same matters and accusations and 
charges were under inveStigation; that 
the testimony of said witnesses, unde- 
nied and uncontradicted, would not be 
sufficient to sustain a verdict of guilty, 
if one should. be returned thereon by 
this jury, no other testimony being in- 
troduced in the case; and that if no 
other testimony should be intro- 
duced in the case, and the verdiet 
of guilty, should be returned on the tes- 


timony uncontradicted. of: said Axtell

A UNIQUE INDUSTRY. The pres- 
ent would seem to be the age when 
nothing is allowed to go to waste.

Another point is this: In 
the event of any company or employer 
using the deposits, interest at à rate to 
be mutually agreed upon is to be paid, 
showing that the bank is prepared to 
advance money to the employers; the 
rate paid therefor would enable the 
bank to pay interest to its depositors. 
Some such system has been very suc- 
cessful in Germany and Belgium. 
Lending money to employers is assur- 
edly better than investing it in strike 
money.

There were several bear'sh feat- 
ures in the day's news, chief of which was 
an estimate made in a cablegram from Buenos 
Ayres, making the surplus of wheat for ex- 


port from Argentina 40,000 bushels. Foreign 


markets were closed on account of the Christ- 
mas holidays, but the receipts of some buy- 
ing orders for futures on European account 
were reported, and at least 150,000 bushels was 
bought in the pit there on an order from 
Liverpool. The Liverpool Corn Trade News 
estimated the world's shipments of last week 
at 6,488,000 pounds, exclusive of other ship- 
ments. The United States contribution to 
last week's total was 4,557,000 bushels. The 
visible supply increased 1,051,000 bushels, 
compared with an increase of 520,000 the year 
before. The heavy receipts here and at the 
Northwest points caused considerable realiz- 
ing and short selling by professionals. May 
closed at 94. Corn fell off in the earlier part 
of the session, but was active, with an in- 
creased outside interest. Wheat traders were in 
the pit bidding for corn, and shorts are also 
active buyers. Prices held firm to the end. 
The market closed % cent higher, at 20% 
cents. Oats were almost a counterpart of 
corn. The market started very firm and ac- 
tive. The war talk was a factor. May closed

Confectionery Store and Ice Cream 
Parlors Destroyed by Fire. 

SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 27.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A confectionery store and ice- 
cream parlor was completely destroyed by fire 
shortly after 2 o'clock this morning, in the 
upper Hawley building on State street, near 
the corner of Victoria street, owned by 8. A. 
Jones. The energy of the fires company saved 
the rest of the building, although delayed by 
the temporary absence of the fire team and 
handicapped by a limited supply of water pro- 
cured from a neighboring cistern. Mr. Jones’s 
damage is estimated at $500, which insurance 
may cover.

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


ARRIVAL OF THE CARRIAGE FOR 
ONE OF THE BIG GUNS. 


Two British Warships in Port and 
Two More Coming —Death of 
a Prominent Resident — Four 
Women Insulted. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondenee.}] The carriage for one cf the 10- 
inch harbor-defense guns is now at the Sauta 
Fé depot in this city, and in a few days will 
be removed to Ballast Point and put in place. 
It weighs 245,000 pounds. So great is the 
weight that it was impossible to ship it set 
up ,8o it has arrived in pieces weighing from 
100 pounds to about twenty tons, requiring 
one flat car and three box cars to bring it. 
It is from the Niles Tool Company of Hamil- 
ton. O. The-cost of the carriage is $20,000, and 
to this must be added expense of shipment from 
the East and removal from this city to its 
final resting place at Ballast Point. it is of 
the Buffington-Crozier disappearing pattern, 
the latest design of improved artillery for 
Coast defenses. One more gun and two more 
carridges are expected any time, and when 
these shall be put in place San Diego will be 
ready to protect herself against the invasion 
of any hostile foreign fleet. 

MORE WARSHIPS ARRIVE. 

Two more warships arrived early Sunday 
morning, the British cruiser Leander and the 
torpedo-destroyer - Virago. Both dropped 
anchor alongside the stream just off the 
Spreckels bunkers, and during the day were 
the -objects of much interest to sightseers. 
Visitors were admitted to both vessels, and

It is claimed that these vessels 
are the most destructive and consequently 
the most satisfactory of any that have been 
constructed at a similar cost. The Virago is 
213 feet 6 inches long, with a twenty-one foot 
seven inch beam, and draws only five feet 
three inches of water. Her displacement is 
but 300 tons, but her ines are of 6000- 
horse power, which gives her a speed, when 
under full headway, of more than thirty 
knots an hour. She has two 18-inch torpedo 
tubes, capable of sending out engines of de- 
struction at a rapid rate, although she is de- 
signed primarily to run wn and destroy 
torpedo boats. She also has a rapid-fire 12- 
hey of modern make, and five 6-pound 
otchkiss guns. 

Both these vessels left England last August, 
since which time they have called at the prin- 
cipal ports of South America, and along the 
Mexican coast they 11 at Acapulco. The 
cruiser Phaeton and the destroyer Sparrow- 
hawk are following in the wake of the.

WAS IT ROBBERY?

The robbers shot at him twice, one of the 
shots lodging in the pillow under his head, 
the other grazing his head and going through 
the front door, and the other hurried into a 
back room and, after locking the door be- 
tween the rooms, went through trunks and 
drawers.
